LNGLAND'S COLONIES. 

;na of Them Contribute Toward 
t ie Maintenance of Her Navy. 

With colonies in every part of tbe 
globe England is peculiarly vulner- 
able to attack, and the weakest and 
smallest possession must receive as 
great attention for defense and pro- 
tection as the the strongest aud 
largest. Toward the maintenance 
of the navy no dependency contrib- 
utes, and the entire cost is borne by 
the people of the United Kiwgdom, 
says the Bangor Commercial. 

The same condition applies to 
countries other than England which 
have been reaching out for colonial 
empire. In no instance is tbe de- 
pendency of sufficient weight to be 
allowed to control its foreign re- 
lations, on which peace or war so 
largely depends. The first cost of 
empire, therefore, is involved in the 
expense of a navy, and that this is 
true the annual expenses of tho navy 
may be compared with the territor- 
ial expenses to bo protected. Ger- 
many has entered upon colonial 
enterprise more recently than 
France, aud its possessions are of 
less extent, yet its navy costs each 
year nearly $18,000,000. France, 
with two and one-half times tho ex 
tent of colonial territory, approxi- 
mating $40,000,000 for the same pur- 
pose. The United Kingdom speDds 
less proportionately in nuval, ex- 
penses, but is obliged to expend 
$70,000,000 a year, and is in per- 
petual feur lest its naval eflicien. y 
lull below a strength uecessary U 
tope with the ambitions and jeal- 
ousies of the other powers. 

If Italy aud Russia be included the 
total expenditures in an ordinary 
venr on this ai m of the service are 
$200,000,000, uoJ in an extraor-

COCOANUT DAY. 

The East Indian Ceremony of Con. 
ciliatin; Uod Neptune. 

Cocoanut day — the OOnoiilaUon <>: 
Neptune — has just been celebrated 
in India God Neptune is 
important deity, and it. is always 
advisable to keep him in good 
humor. There is no saying other- 
wise how his rriend Vuruna may 
blow the monsoons. The cocoanut 
day, of course, marks the subsidence 
of god Neptun s'i playfulness, when 
the hoary deity male some fun by 
leading the "floating palaces" of the 
humans a Die* littla dance on his 
frisky waves. 

We set about god Neptune's 
propitiation In right royal style. 
Brahmins, of course, como in as tho 
pivot of the affair. We all of us— 
unless we ar;; too old, or sickly, or 
lame, or too much engrossed in solf- 
admiratiou --ropair Ui the seashore, 
taking with uJ a lot of materials of 
worship, as an offering to the water 
deity. Wo movo some distance into 
the water, the Brahmin stands in 
the middle and recites hymns, and 
we, surrounding him, 'respectfully 
offer our cocoanuts, and flowers, and 
milk, and suizar-caudy, and fragrant 
powders to the saa god. One su- 
preme honor still remains behind, 
and we render it. We make lights, 
and wave them before the pacified 
divinity! Most of us formerly used 
to throw the cocoanuts right into 
the sea, but as the Brahmins took 
them up and made them their own, 
we now, in order to save trouble to 
the holy men, give them straight 
into their hands. 

In Kurrachee and other ports they 
throw the cocoanuts into the sea, 
where Mussulman boat people get 
" " of them, and sell them later to 
the Bunnias in the bazar, whence 
they come back to us as edibles. 
These Mohammedan boat •.allahs 
are expert swimmers; and though 
the little Arab fallows at Aden and 
Port Said, we are told, per. nm 
some marvelous feats of divine, in 
bringing up silver coin thrown to 
them, their Moslem confreres of the 
Indian ports aro not less expert in 
personal navigation. Once our of- 
ferings to the deity are made, it 
matters not to whom they go. . So 
it is perfectly indifferent to us 
whether tho Brahmin youngsters 
eat tho cocoanuts, or Moslem boat 
people collect them in boatfuls! 
There is no particular reason why 

fered to the water deity. Any other 
fruits too may be offers J. Only the 
cocoanut is the tropical fruit par 
excellence, and as it is preeminently 
"watery." we imagine god Neptune 
may just fancy it better. But we 
do not simply give the cocoanuts to 
the Brahmins, we accompany them 
ith some money present. Nothing 
can be given to the Brahmins unless 
majesty's coin accompanies tho 
gift. But they eminently deserve 
on some occasions. In cere- 
monies in which ablutions or any 
sort of "water- taking" comes in, we 
do the thing and pass on. But the 
Brahmins remain constantly in the 
water, ministering to every succeed- 
ing batch— which means standing 
several hours together in wet. And 
yet they uever develop bronohitist 
I suppose it is a case of adaptation 
to the spiritual environment — 
Times of India.

Day by day th" 
trouble spread through his foot and 
up his leg, until the entire left limb 
was lifeless. Dr. Clopper, the 
Santa Fe's surgeon, was called in, 
but could give no relief. 

After consultation over the 
strango case it was decided that the 
limb must necessarily be amputated 
as the only means of arresting the 
unknown disease. Finally Fox was 
removed to the road's Topeka hos- 
pital. Death overtook Fox one day, 
before the operation was to have 
been performed, the disease having 
reached his heart. 

Dr. Clopper pronounced the case 
one of the strangest in the annals of 
the medical world. He declared 
that the disease was not rheuma- 
tism, although it somewhat re- 
sembled that. Neithor was he pre- 
pared to designate it as paralysis or 
blood poisoning. He could not, he 
said, tell what it was. Nor could 
anyone else. —Kansas City Times. 

HEMP-OLEAMKQ DEVICES. 

Nd* One of the Many Patents Fills 
All the Requirements. 

It is said that nearly 300 patents 
have been issued in the United 
States for machines for breaking 
hemp, many of which have proved 
absolute failures, while none of 
them have filled the requirements of 
an economically successful hemp- 
cleaning device, the Kentucky hemp 
grower of to-day- relying upon the 
rude and clumsy five-slatted hand 
brake of his grandfather'9 time, a 
device similar in all respects to that 
used for the same purpose at the 
present day by the hemp farmers of 
Brittany. The French brake is 
only a slight advance upon that 
used in this country, being smaller, 
composed* of both wood and metal, 
and having seven instead of five 
slats. 

While a less clumsy affair than 
the American device, yet a French 
workman cannot clean with it 
more than half the quantity of hemp 
in a day than an average Kentucky 
negro operator produces on the 
American brake. Thirty to thirty- 
five kilograms of fiber per day is the 
limit of production for a single 
brake on a Sarthe farm— equal to 65 
orV5 pounds of fibe«. It is more 
carefulty prepared, however, being 
twisted into small "streaks" or 
loose ropes, a number of these mak- 
ing up a bundle of several kilograms 
In weight. This is the form In 
which French hemp goes to market. 
—Report of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.

THE FROZEN MEAT TRADE. 

Englishmen Supplied with Fresh Beet 
and Mitton from Australia. 

The growth of the frozen meat 
trade between Great Britain and 
her chief sources of supply in Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Argentina 
has been one of the most remark- 
able developments of commerce in 
late years. The business commenced 
T80 with a shipment of 400 car- 
casses of mutton from Australia. 
In. 1896 there were 5,717,9*57 car- 
bs imported to Great Britain 
from Australia, New Zealand, River 
Platte, the Falkland islands and 
Patagonia. The importations of 
frozen and chilled beef during 1890 
amounted to 2,679,000 hundred- 
weights, of which 2,075,000 hundred- 
weights were furnished by the 
United States. There are 123 steam- 
ships, with a carrying capacity each 
voyage of 4,530,000 carcasses, en- 
gaged in the frozen meat trade b • 
tween British, Australian, New 
Zealand and South American ports. 

The trade in frozen meats has not 
as yet had the effect of reducing the 
iber of "beep in Great Britain or 
the price of mutton. Nor has it 
sensibly checked the importation 
into that country of live cattle. 
There has been a decline in the re- 
ceipts of her sheep, but the esti- 
mated receipts of live cattle for 
were 573,032 head, a number 
greater than the average. Of these 
cattle 398,000 head were from the 
United States and 106,000 from 
Canada. 

It is one of the marvels of our 
time that 40,000,000 of people in 
Great Britain should be able to 
draw nearly one-third of their sup- 
ply of fresh beef uud mutton troop 
countries so far distant as New 
Zealand, Australia and the Amor- 
al—St. Louis_GJobe- Democrat.

when they endeavor to decipher a 
forgotten langua/L' from an un- 
known script. The task is cxtromo- 
ly difficult, but it la not impossible. 
To a considerable extent, it is that 
afforded by the languages «f As- 
syria and Egypt. It is yet more 
nearly the problem which confronts 
those who are endeavoring to de- 
cipher the Hittite inscriptions, and 
to ascertain their significance. 

Mr. Galton supposes the initiative 
to-havo been taken by the Martian 
physicists. His idea runs as follows: 
The attention of the astronomers on 
ur globe w as excited one very clear 
ight— when Mars was in a position 
xceptionally favorable for examina- 
ion, and thus many telescopes were 
urned upon tho planet — by a pccul- 
ir scintillation on its surface. It 
'as as if electric sparks — though at 
that distance they must have been of 
great brilliancy and magnitude- 
emitted from the disk, or, 
rather, were exhibited for a moment 
upon it. 

Closer attention showed that dis- 
tinction could be observed between 
these sparks, and befo.'e long it was 
evident that there were three types, 
the second lasting twice as long as 
the 6rst, and the third tho double 
of the second. These, for simplicity, 
are called dot, dash and line, re- 
spectively. Between eachfash, as it 
may be called, those was a distinct 
pause. The first step was accom- 
plished; they were now half way iu 
tbe task of deciphering the alpha- 
bet; they had classified the symbols, 
though they had not yet discerned 
their exact meanings. This, then, 
next stage. 

tudying the record of the 
signals, it was found that they were 
broken up by pauses, as though into 
complete sentences, and the ar- 
rangements of the dots, the dashes 
and the lines suggested that the 
message consisted of a series of 
numerals, together with the sym- 
bols which expressed thern, tho 
always recurring in such a 
position as to suggest that it bore 
the meaning "is" equal to." The 
astronomers were convinced that 
they had grasped the Martian svs- 
" notation, which, however, 
was found to have eight for its basis, 
not ten. The message was repeated 
from that planet In twoothor forms, 
which afforded an opportunity of 
verifying the hypothesis on which 
the first had been interpreted, and 
the results were satisfactory. Our 
instructors on the planet now Im- 
parted further information — pro- 
ceeding to communicate tho mean 
distances of tho planets from tho 
sun. Mr. Galton indicates how, by 
a similar kind of signaling, it is pos- 
sible to express the relation of a 
circle to its diameter, and to ex- 
tend the system to the perimeters 
of other geometrical figures. His 
method of picture writing by sig- 
nals is extremely ingenious, but it 
cannot be described in a few words. 

The result, however, of ita em- 
ployment — in his imaginary case- 
was that, in tho course of about 
three and a half years, tbe terrestri- 
al astronomers had been taoght a 
code which includes the numerals, 
the symbols for the sun and . tbe 
principal planets, and those for sev- 
eral geometrical figures, combina- 
tions of which obviously can be 
used as a method of picture writ- 
ting. A good deal, however, baa to 
be taken for granted. Perhaps the 
Martian folk might not think of be- 
ginning with lessons in **sth«aetio, 
or some elementary facte in geom- 
etry; and, as it is at present doubt- 
ful whether they exist at all, or, if 
they do, have any burning desire to 
immunicata with us, our astrono- 
mers may rest in peace till the face of 
Mars begins to sparkle. —London 
Standard. .

Length of tho X Ray.
